Provision  for  Ophthalmic  Treatment. 

The  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  School  Clinic  by  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  in  the  part-time  .employment  of  the 
Education  Committee. 

Eight  children  were  examined  during  the  year,  five  of  these 
being  re-examinations. 

The  eye. defects  or  diseases  diagnosed  included  congenital 
nystagmus,  blepharitis,  ptosis,  squint,  epicanthus,  and  lachrymal 
obstruction  In  one  case  spectacles  were  prescribed  for 
hypermetropia. 

The  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1939. 

Eleven  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during 
1941.  Of  these,  six  were  notified  from  the  Central  Homes  In- 
firmary ; one  patient  was  admitted  to  Llwynypia  Hospital  and 
the  1 emaining  four  cases  were  treated  at  home  under  the  care  of 
the  family  doctor  ; good  recoveries  were  made  in  each  instance. 

Additional  hospital  accommodation  both  at  the  Rojal 
Infirmary,  Cardiff,  and  Llwynypia  Hospital  is  available,  if 
required,  free  treatment  being  provided  in  necessitous  cases. 

Mr.  G.  1.  Strachan,  F.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  Gynaecologist,  Cardiff 
Royal  Infirmary,  acts  as  consultant  under  these  arrangements. 
His  services,  however,  were  not  called  upon  during  the  year. 
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Consulting  Service  in  Maternity  Cases. 

This  service  continues  to  be  maintained  as  in  previous 
years;  Prof.  Strachan,  F.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  acting  as  consultant 
when  required. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Council’s  arrangements 
for  dealing  with  the  above  cases.  Expenditure  on  this  service 
during  the  financial  year  1941/42  amounted  to  £192  as  compared 
with  £240  for  the  previous  corresponding  period. 

The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Mr.  J.  Berry  Haycraft,  F.R.C.S., 
held  two  clinic  sessions  during  1941  in  Pontypridd,  in  May  and 
November.

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

Pontypridd  is  not  a local  supervising  authority  under  Acts 
relating  to  the  registration  of  maternity  and  other  nursing  homes. 
This  work  is  carried  out  for  the  Pontypridd  area  by  the  Glamorgan 

County  Council. 

Laboratory  Work  and  Facilities. 

The  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  examines 
and  reports  upon  all  pathological  specimens  submitted  from 
the  Pontypridd  area.  In  1941  suspected  specimens  to  Hie 
number  of  approximately  1,826  were  sent  by  the  Health  De- 
partment and  Isolation  Hospital,  in  addition  to  a considerable 
number  forwarded  by  the  local  doctors.  These  included  tin 
and  nose  swabs,  sputa,  blood,  pus,  faeces,  cerebro-spmal 

fluid,  etc.  . . 

Outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  for  transmission 
through  the  post  are  kept  at  the  office  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  use  of  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  town.

A complete  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage,  seventeen 
miles  in  length,  controlled  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda 
joint  Sewerage  Board,  extends  from  the  Rhondda  Urban  area 
to  the  sea.  All  authorised  inhabited  houses  in  the  Pontypridd 
urban  locality  are  connected  with  this  main  sewer,  with  the 
exception  of  approximately  110  dwellings,  which  lie  outside 

the  statutory  distance. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a number  of  vans  and  temporary 
dwellings  in  the  area  are  of  necessity  employing  the  conservancy 
system  of  sewage  disposal.

Tne 
adult  bath  has  a capacity  of  460,000  gallons,  and  the  juvenile 
pool  180,000  gallons. 

A large-capacity  filtration  and  purification  plant  treats 
the  water  of  both  baths  by  chemical  precipitation,  filtration, 
aeration  and  finally  chlorination.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

Tuberculin  Tested.— Three  licences  to  bottle  and  retail  this 
grade  of  milk  were  approved  by  the  Council  in  1911  ; all  were 
renewals. 

Pasteurised. — The  Council  granted  four  licences  to  retail 
milk  under  this  designation.  All  were  renewals. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Graded  Milk. — Twenty-six 
samples  of  T.T.  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  and  County 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  analysis  ; of  these,  15  were  reported 
to  be  satisfactory,  while  11  samples  were  unsatisfactory. 

Nine  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  similarly  examined, 
of  which  one  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

Milk  Producers. — There  is  no  alteration  in  the  number  of 
registered  milk  producers  in  this  locality. 

Milk  Retailers.— Two  certificates  of  registration  as  milk, 
retailers  were  approved  and  issued  by  the  Council  in  1941  ; each 
represented  a change  of  ownership. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Ungraded  Milk.— One  sample 
of  ungraded  milk  was  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  Laboratory  for 
examination  and  this  was  reported  as  satisfactory. 

A small  number  of  milk  samples  were  examined  at  the 
above  Laboratory  for  tubercle  bacilli  ; all  were  found  to  be 
negative. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — The  Sanitary  Inspectors  paid 
15  visits  to  cowsheds  and  dairy  farms  in  the  urban  area,  and 
made  80  inspections  of  dairies  and  milkshops. 

No  new  cowsheds  or  similar  buildings  were  erected  or 
extended  in  1941. 
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Inspection  ot  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Two  of  the  Council’s  three  Sanitary  Inspectors  possess  the 
special  qualification  for  the  examination  of  meat  and  other 
foods  and  this  is  regarded  as  an  important  part  of  their  duties. 

At  the  outbreak  of  war,  a Government  controlled  scheme 
for  centralising  the  slaughtering  of  food  animals  was  initiated 
and  put  into  operation  in  January,  11)40.  The  Council’s  Fublic 
Abattoir  was  selected  for  this  purpose  to  meet  the  needs  of 
Pontypridd  and  certain  of  the  surrounding  districts.  Slaugh- 
tering at  all  private  slaughter-houses  was  thereupon  discon- 
tinued.

Adult  serum  for  the  prophylaxis  or  attenuation  of  measles 
is  offered  in  approved  cases,  free  of  charge,  by  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  to  medical  practitioners  in 
this  locality  for  the  treatment  of  selected  cases.  Enquirers  are 
referred  to  the  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  above  Laboratory.

There  was  rathei  a nigh  incidence  of  chicken  pox  and  influenza 
during  the  midsummer  months,  which  led  to  the  closure  of  a 
school  for  several  weeks. 

Mumps  was  reported  in  average  numbers  from  the  school 
departments. 

Summer  diarrhoea  led  to  four  deaths  in  children  below  the 
age  of  two  years. 

Co-operation  of  Head  Teachers  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  in  reporting  to  rhe  Department  cases  of  scabies  and 
contagious  skin  diseases  and  the  figures  obtained  showed  a slight 
rise  on  previous  years.
